Frosts can not be forcast 
many days in advance. 
The 
United States Weather Bureau 
does, however, issue advisory 
warnings of frost from 24 to 
48 hours in advance of its ex­ 
pected occurrence. These fore­ 
casts are telegraphed to prac­ 
tically every section of the 
country. 
As the season for 
frost approaches, the weather 
forecasts 
should be watched 
closely and when heavy or killing 
frost is forecast for any locali­ 
ty protection should be provided 
for aueh products as are sus­ 
ceptible 
to 
injury 
by 
cold 
weather. 


• Washington, Sept. 7.—Don’t watch 
the moon for signs of the first frost; 


dinarily will 
have to be employed 
only for a day or two. After the first 
fall frost there is generally a return 
to normal temperatures for a number 
of days, possibly for a week or more, 
during which time immature vege­ 
tables that have been protected will 
continue to grow or ripen. 
When frost is imminent and pro­ 
tection is not possible or practicable, 
vegetables likely to be injured should 
be 
gathered 
and 
canned, 
dried, 
pickled, preserved or stored. 
Those

-—'Prediction that dessicated fruits, 
fish and v egetables will 
increase 
greatly in commercial v alue as a re­ 
sult of comp ulsory food sav ing re­ 
sulting from the war, was made here 
today by Dr. Harry E. Barnard, Indi­ 
ana’s food administrator. -Through 
the United Press, Barnard issued 
the following statement:

The home dry ing of fru its and 
v egetables, 
an 
almost 
foigotten 
p ractice, has become p op ular again 
and many 
bags of 
dried greens, 
p eas, beans and fru its hav e been 
for future use. 
It is p robable that 
some of all this thrifty hoarding wiH 
be disap p ointing. 
The fru its will 
mould and the v egetables 
become 
stale, and unp alatable, but out of all 
the successes and failures there is 
bound to come a greater ap p re­ 
ciation of real v alue 
of dessicated 
foods. 
As a matter of fact, such 
foods are by no means unknown in 
this country . There are many dried 
milk p roducts on the mailket, dried 
eggs are ex tensiv ely used by bakers, 
dried ap p les, p eaches, p runes and 
raisins, which may be classed as 
semi-desiccated because > they still 
p ontain considerable 
moisture and 
are stap le foods. 
Dried fish, oy s­ 
ters and dams hav e been on mar­ 
ket for y ears. 
But 
we hav e not 
learned to use dessicated v egetables. 
Sev eral comp anies hav e worked for 
y ears in the endeav or to p op ularize 
their really sup erior p roducts, but 
the consumer has not been ready to 
use them. This is the y ear he is go­ 
ing to learn through his own efforts 
how good dried v egetables really are. 
“There are many commercial ad­ 
v antages in desiccated p roducts. It 
is not necessary to p ut them up in 
the sterile p ackage. 
They may be 
p acked in a great v ariety of contain­ 
ers; since they are p ractically wat­ 
er free, it costs v ery much less to 
transp ort 
them 
than it 
does to 
freight v egetables to market. Dried 
v egetables can be p adked in bulk. 
It has been estimated that one ship 
can carry as much food in the forth 
of dried v egetables as ten ship s can 
transp ort when their cargoes carry 
three original wateY contents.

The forty dragoons lost half their 
number, but they effected the com- 
olete destruction of two whole com­ 
panies of “Stosstruppen” and after 
being driven backward for 200 yards 
•egained all the ground lost. 
During the three weeks in which 
the Crown Prince prepared his as­ 
sault of June 28 and 29 on Hill 304, 
French aviators succeeded in secur- 
:ng photographs of the precise spot 
if the German lines where Captain 
Rohr’s model battalion of “Stoss- 
"ruppen” was undergoing its daily re­ 
hearsal for thé attack. 
It was at 6:30 in the evening that 
40 dragoons holding One of the most 
hnportant advance posts before Hill 
104 saw the “Stosstruppen” leap un- 
^ cpectedlv to the attack. 
First of all at intervals of twenty 
oaces came three crews of pioneers 
nd liquid flame throwers. 
Foilow- 
ng them, at mathematical intervals 
hree crews of hand gren&diers ; still 
'arther behind ia line of troops armed 
vith intrenching 
tools and rifles ; 
hen the occupation 
troops, whose 
luty it is to organize a n d ’hold the 
ground conquered by the Sjtosstrup- 
oen” and finally the purveying troops 
bringing up the grenades, ¿punitions 
md sandbags for the fighU 
The first onslaught of the “Stoss­ 
truppen” wa«s quickly repulsed. 
One 
Iragoon named Leduc was buried by 
% torpedo clear to his hipi, 
Twice 
two groups of four 
Germàns, each 
advanced to take him prisjoner and 
twice he forced them back with-his 
band grenades till his companions 
could come to his rescue. 
With 
nearly all of the 
officers 
quickly killed, Sergeant 
Bendenant 
»eized the command and began 
the 
organization of the. trench. At every 
angle of the trench a crew of six 
men were left, two to throw grenades 
from above whilst the others passed 
'hem up. 
Down 
thi« 
trench the 
Germans 
fought their way, angle at a time. In 
the meantime two French dragoons 
Gourham 
and LeBouder 
had suc­ 
ceeded, 
although each was 
badly 
wounded in 
concealing themselves, 
well knowing 
that sooner or 
later 
their comrades would counter attack 
After three hours and a half of 
this 
hand 
to 
hand 
fighting 
the 
French dragoons had been driven 
down the 
trench 
for 
200 
yards. 
Over half their 
number 
was killed 
or missing, but with the first sign 
of -weakening 
Sergeant 
Bendeant 
ordered the remainder of his little 
handful to the attack. The dragoons 
went to it. 
Gourham and LeBouder 
still bleeding 
from 
their 
wounds, 
rose up from their concealment and 
opened with their hand grenades a 
rear attack on the retreating 
Ger­ 
mans.

way baek to the 
original position, 
while what

•which is not yet under cover. There 
B.i-e a number of ways to forestall the 
surprise attacks of this Jack Frost 
person and representatives of the 
United States Weather Bureau, real- 
izing that a good deal more produce 
will be subject to loss from frost this 
fall than' ever before, have advised 
early preparedness on the part of the, 
farmers. 


.First, the specialists suggest, pro- 


Jtoctive coverings 
should be made 


-£eady. Vegetables can not scamper 
,4o cover, but the gardener can scam- 
iper coverings to the vegetables and 
perhaps save a winter's supply in a 
short ' time 'if he is prepard. Old 
-•blankets, tarpaulins, sacks, straw, 
ananure, paper and various .other 
inaterials may be used for covering. 
/The conditions 
favorable 'for the 


formation of early frost in fall are 
usually of short duration and con- 
sequently protective 
measures .or- 


dinarily will 
have to be employed 


only for a day or two. After the first 
fall frost there is generally a return 
to normal temperatures for a number 
of days, possibly for a week or more, 
during which time immature vege- 
tables that have been protected will 
continue to grow or ripen. 


When frost is imminent and pro- 


tection is not possible or practicable, 
vegetables likely to be injured should 
be gathered 
and . canned, dried, 


pickled, preserved or stored. Those 
that eannot be saved from exposure 
to freezing should, if- jjpssible, be 
gathered before thawing takes place. 
In the case bf potatoes, especially 
sweet potatoes, all vines should be 
cut off at the surface of the ground 
after the oecurence of frost. 


Tomatoes may be pulled up, plants 


and all, and hung tops downward in 
a dark place, preferably a-cellar. 
When treated in this way-the fruit 
will ripen nicely and slowly and will 
be available for table use long after, 
the plants have been removed from 
the soil. Fruit that is very imma- 
ture should be removed from the 
vines and may be used, for pickling 
or in other ways. If facilities for 
hanging the vines arc lacking, the 
tomatoes nearing . full growth will 
ripen satisfactorily if wrapped sep- 
arately in paper and stored in a dark 
place. 


Many vegetables, such'as cabbage 


and turnips are ^not harmed by or- 
dinary frosts and need no especial 
protection. In fact, such root vege- 
tabks as carrots, parsnips 
and 


salsify are improved by freezing and 
are" customarily left in the ground 
until needed.

PREPARED THREE WEEKS 


Were Driven Back 200 Yards And 


Then Launched Attack That 


Swept Germans. 


By HENRY FORD 


(IT. P. BUST Correipondont.) 


With the French Armies, Aug 10, 


(By Mail)—The story pf how Ger- 
many's Model Battalion ."Sfosstrup- 
pen" met its Waterloo at the hands 
of 40 dismounted French dragoons 
in the recent desperate fighting' for 
the possession of Hill 304. at Verdun 
has just come to light. 


This Model Battalion of "Stoss- 


truppen" was commanded by no less 
a person than Captain Rohr, the in- 
ventor of "Stosstruppen" fighting. 


The forty dragoons lost half their 


number, but they effected the com- 
olete destruction of two whole com- 
panies of "Stosstruppen" and after 
being driven backward for 200 yards 
-egained all the ground lost. 


During the three weeks in which 


the Crown Prince prepared his as- 
sault of June 28 and 29 on Hill 304 
French aviators succeeded in secur- 
rng photographs of the precise spo 
if the German lines where Captain 
Sohr's model battalion of "Stoss- 
l,ruppen" was undergoing its^daily re- 
'learsal for the atta-ck. 


It was at 6:30 in the evening thai 


tO dragoons holding one of the most

?04 saw the "Stosstruppen" leap un- 
Apeetedly to the attack. 
First of all at intervals of twenty 


oaces came three crews of pioneers 
•nd liquid flame ^throwers. Follow- 
:ng them, at mathematical .intervals 
:hree crews of hand grenadiers; stil 
'arther behind >a line of troops armed 
vith intrenching 
hen the occupation troopjs, whose 
luty it is to organize and (hold the 
ground conquered by the Siosstrup- 
oen" and finally the. purveying troops 
'bringing up the grenades, munitions 
ind sanclbags 'for the fight.' 
The first onslaught of' the "Stoss- 
truppen" was quickly repuUed. One 
Iragoon named Leduc was puried by 
i torpedo clear to-his hipi.- 'Twice 
two groups of four 
Genflaris," each 


advanced to take him ^prisjoner anc 
twice he forced them back, with'tis 
'land grenades till his companions 
sould come to his rescue. ' 


With nearly all. of .the! officers 


quickly killed, Sergeant

seized the command and began the 
organization of the. trench. -'At every 
angle of the trench a creW of six 
men were left, two to throw grenades 
from above whilst the others passec

Down this trench the Germans
